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ABSTRACT 

One year after the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Jtepublics* accession to the Universal Copyright Convention a survey 
by the National Science Foundation revealed certain trends in 
U.S.-U.S.S.R. negotiations for their rights to reproduce and 
translsite scientific and technical journals. For some U.S. publishers 
(Scientific and professional societies, university presses, 
comwercial publishers, and information industry vendors) there has 
been the problen of achieving an ecuitable return for granting the 
Soviets the rights to continue reprod icing 270 U.S. scientific and 
technical journals to satisfy over 100,000 subscriptions in the 
U.S.S.R. and East European countries. For others, there has been the 
problem of securing at minimum cost the rights to continue 
translating over 150 Soviet journals for the benefit of the U.S. 
English-reading scientific and technical community. Although initial 
uncertainties about Soviet negotiating plans and strategy have been 
reduced by passage of time, accumulation of negotiating experience by 
U.S. publishers, and the communication of relevant information 
between U.S. publishers and the Federal Government, less than one 
fifth of U.S. publishers have completed agreements with the U.S.S.R. 
A chart giving the status of reproduction rights for 164 U.S.

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L Summary 

A year after the I'.S.S.R/s accession to the Universal Copyright Convention (IJCC) certain trends 
in II.S.-U.S.S.R. negotiations lor the rights to reproduce and translate scicntitic and technical journals 
have become more discernible. 

I <>! S4)mc U.S. publishers (scientific ^md professional societies, university presses, conimerciai 
publishers and information industry vendi^rs) it has been basically the pn>hlcni of achievingan equitable 
return tor granting the Soviets the rights to continue reproducing 270 U.S. scientific and technicil 
journals tosaiisfv over HUM)00 subscriptions in the USSR and Tast Furopean countries, and, for others, 
of securing :»t minimum cost the rights to continue translating over l50Soviet journals for the benefit of 
the V S. Fnglish-readingscientifieand technical community. I he problet-i has been further complicated 
by the shadow of antitrust regulations, competition of the free marketplac and the lack of information 
and guidance for negotiating with the Soviets. 

Initial uncertainties about Soviet negotiating plans and strategy have been reduced by passage of 
time, acci mulation of negi>tiating experience by U'.S. publishers, and the communication of relevant 
information between U.S. publishers and the Federal CJovernment. 

I his repi>rt presents the results of a survey of I'.S. publishers conducted by the National Science 
Foundation's Office of Science Infi>rmation Service in March-April 1974. Principal findmgs are: 

(I) Over half of the U.S. publishers, responsible for three-fourths of the U.S. journals in question, 
declined the Soviet standard offer of a 7.5 percent royalty based on the Soviet subscription 
price. I his price is ^lenerally lower than the U.S. domestic or foreign rate. 

{2) Mo>t U.S. publishers, who declined the Soviet offer, have counterproposed terms and 
conditions that would either recover first copy costs or provide a reasonable return on 
investment; counter-offers range from tull subscription price, higher royalties, barter and or 
royalty packages, to individual or bulk sales discounts. 

(3) The relatively slow rate of progress in completing agreements with U.S. publishers has caused 
the Soviets to increase their subscriptions for a limited number of U.S. journals. I best? 
subscriptions wili be placed in key libraries and information centers throughout the U.S.S.R. 
from which single photocopying service will be provided on demand. 

(4) Less than one-fifth (30) of U.S. publishers have completed agreements with the U.S.S.R. Of 
these, about one-half accepted the Soviet standard 7.5 percent royalty offer, while the 
temainder negotiated a 10 percent royalty or an exclusive barter arrangement of translation 
rights in return for reproductii)n rights. 

(5) Ihree U^S. publishers have secured the translation rights to more than three-fourths of 
approximatley 160 Soviet scientific and technical journals which are translated and re- 
published in the United States. Of the 15 U.S. journals which the Soviets translate and re- 
publish in the USSR, the granting of translation rights by U.S. copyright holders has involved 
baiter arrangements, royalty fees and inclusion of advertising, specifically aimed at Soviet 
markets, in the Soviet translated version of two journals. 
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IL Background 



Soon alter the Soviet Vnum acceded to the lUiixersal Copyright Convention {I JC'C) on May 27. 
1973. there was considerable uncertainty and lack ot information on how the Soviets intendeu to 
implement their l^CC membership and how T.S. publishers ot scientific and technical journals could 
negotiate reasonable and equitable arrangcinents. 

Prior to their accession to the TCC, the Soviets had been photocopying 270 U.S. scientific and 
technical journals for sales distribution in the U.S. S R. and member countries of theCouncil for Mutal 
Hconomic Assistance (C VI l .X)*. On the basis of919 subscriptions to the U,S, journals, the So\ iets were 
reproducing 75.771 subscripiii>ns for internal consumption and 35.313 for distribution in CMT.A 
countries. Soviet annual subscription rates for more than 7(KV of these journals were well below the 
prevailing U.S. domestic or foreign subscription rates. Iheavcragenumber of subscriptions pcrji>urnal 
distributed in the USSR was 2X0; in CM FA countries. 130. Highest total circulation of I4S0 
subscriptions is claimed for Si icnnfic Amern an: lowest ot 56, for \fereon>loi^u al am/ (n*o\noph\ sit 
Ahsirui ts. f he top 32 journals in circulation volume span a range ot 700 to 1480. Appendix A (page 10) 
lists the top 20 journals in rank order. I he Soviets also had beentranslatingand republishing in Russian 
15 VS. journals of X U.S. publishers {see Appendix B. page M). On the U.S. side about l50So\iet 
journals were being translated and republished in English, mostly on a cover-to-cover basis. 

In lune 1973, MIR Publishers circulated a form jvtter to the 1^0 m s. publishers whose journals 
Were being reproduced, requesting permission to continue reproduc;H^n 'hrough the end of 1973 and 
soliciting suggestions for arrangements tor continuation of the rcp^ vli;etion etlort in 1974. V O 
Me/hdunarodnaya Kniga (Me/hkniga). the Soviet import-export ar •cv lor the book trade, was 
identified as the designated agent for the negotiation of more durable aru.ngements. A new Copyright 
Agency of the U S S R. { V.\ \P) was established Ibllowing the U S S R.\ accession to the UCC and 
began operation in lanuary 1974. Among other lunctions. it represeni^ authors, negotiates contracts 
with foreign societies for the protection of copyright. Further intoimation may be obtained from and 
proposals on copyright matters should be addressed to VAAP.

From July to October 1973 Me/hkniga followed up the MIR Publishers circular letter with a 
standard agreement ottering a 7.5 percent royalty based on the So\iet subscription and convertible for 
payment in U.S. di>Ilars. In return for this royalty consideration Me/hkniga would acquire the right to 
repri>duce, print or publish the U.S. journal(s) for sides distribution in the U.S. S R. and CMFA 
countries. Distributiim in CMliA c(U4ntries. however, generally would not exceed a specitied number, 
usually the number that was prexiously being distributed. 



III. Some Problems and Issues 

I o reduce uncertainties besetting U.S. publishers and to stimulate exchange of information, the 
Natiimal Science 1 oundation'sOtficc of Science Intormation Scr\ ice and the State l)op;Miment\()tfice 
ot Business l*ractices jointly sponsored or arranged for a series of meetings between publishers, the 
Soviet Fmbassy's representative on copyright matters, and appropriate agencies ot the Federal 
(ioxernment. I he tirst of these meetings, on August 15. 1973, providt\l int<»rmation and guidance 4m 
how and with whom to deal with in the U S S R , and identified a number of issues, including ( I ) the 
inequity of the nn alty fee offered by the Sox iets. (2) the concvin o\er the possibility that the Sm iets 
might interpret ti c *Mair use" doctrine very broadly in the event they were unable tt> reach mutually 
satisfactory arrangements with Western publishers, anii (3) antitrust violation implications in any 
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attempt b> r.S. publishers to c\chan|ic information on royalty rates, and pricing uud marketing 
practices in ciuinoctmn with contractual negotiations with the Soviets. 

On the antitrust proNcm. at least two meetings were held in September and October with 
representatives ot publishers, scientific societies and book trade associations and the Department of 
State. Department of Justice, the f ederal Trade Commission and the Natit^nal Science Foundation. 
I hese meetings affirmed the lact that under certain conditions freedom from antitrust violation" is 
possible and that consortia can be Uw rned for collectiv e bargaining purposes. So far, we are unaware of 
the or^iani/alion ul an\ consortium. 

in the last analysis, the tundamen.al issue facing publishers has btvn, and cont*nues to be, that of 
cquitN. In the absence ot a quui-pn^-qiu^ barter situation, the matter becomes one of exacting from the 
Soviets an equitable rovally fee. I he 7.5 percent royalty, and in very few cases 10 percent, offered is 
considered by the majoritx of I '.S. publishers to be inequitable, I he International (iroup of Scientific, 
lechnieal and Medical Publishers (S I M ). affiliated with the International Publishers Assoeiation. has 
displavcd the Uiost vocal and ci>lh.'Ctive expression of the Western scientific and tethnital publishing 
wtuUrs dissatisfaction with this situation. Article 2 of a Resolution adopted by the SIM (icneral 
Assemblv iust prior u> the openwig i>f the Frankfurt Book Fair in October 1973 states: 

"Scientilic authors, editors, and tiie publishing houses eiigaged in disseminating the results 
ot their vvi)rk believe tha? the granting of licensesat rates far below the true cost of creation, 
as expressed in the subscription rate permitting the Soviet I'nion to continue to reproduce 
man> primarv scientific, technical and medical journals published in other parts of the 
world, is contrary to the spirit, if not the letter, of the I 'niversal Copyright C\>nventii>n, 1 his 
pi>*»itii)n IS taken as %vell by many learned societies/' 



IV. Survey Results on Status of I .S* Negotiations'^ 

As revealed bv asurvev rcccntlv concluded bv the National Science I'oundation ( NSF ), the reaction 
of the majiuity of I S. publishers has been in line with the SIM Resolution. 

During March-April 1974. the NST's Office of Science Inlorniation Serv iec canvassed l?^5 I'.S. 
publishers on the status ol their negotiatii»ns with the Soviet Fnion regarding reproduction rights to 
their journals. I ht general results o\ this survey arc shi>wn in l able I. A listing according to general 
categi^ricsot respivnseof the publishers, with their journal titles, circulation volume for the l^S,S.R. and 
CMF A conntnes. and I '.S. and Soviet subscription prices inav be found in Appendix D, page 20. Data 
on eiiculatKWi volume and subscription prices in this Appendix is based on information provided by the 
Assistant Commercial Counselor of the T.S.S.R. F'mbassy in Washington in August I973and does not 
reflect changes that mav have taken place since that time, 

Less than one-tilth (,*^0) of the publishers have granted any kind of reproduction rights, while more 
than one-half (^4) have declined the Soviet standard 7,5 percent royahy oiler and have 
ctnmtcrpropoxed more equitable terms, or have yet to respond to the Soviet offer. Nineteen publishers 
claimed to have not receivrd an offer from Me/hkniga. .lournals of two publishers have ceased 
publication, and the status of negi^tiations by 19 other publishers is unknown.

1 able 2 describes the number and kinds o\ completed arranjEemenis. Details are reported only in 
cases where puhhshers ha\e granted permission \ov their publication. 

l itty-four percent ot the agreements were based on the Soviet otier o{ a 7.5 percent royalty tor each 
sur>- jnptu>n based on the Me/hkniga subscription price in rubles. The royalty is payable to the U.S. 
publisher in equivalent l .S. dtWlars beli>re the end ot the subscription period. I he standard Soviet 
agreement contains seven articles. In additiim to the royalty clause and the granting of the right to 
reproduce lor calendar year 1974. the agreement includes clauses on distribution rights lor C'MI A 
ciumtries in a specified number ol ei>pies. and on arbitratiim excluding reference to courts of law. A 
sample C4>py ol the standard agreement is contained in Appendix I:, page 51 . One ot the I6agreements 
negotiated proxides tor pa\ment of royalties retrt>active \o June 1, 1973. 

Ot the lour agreements reneginiated tor d K) percent royalty. i>nespecineally prohibits distribution 
to (*MI A countries, while two require deliver) to the I'.S. publisher o! a C(»py or copies of each issue 
published. 

Sik'ntifU ifnchaw. which has the largest total circulation (1480 subscriptiiuis) ot any ot the 
reproduced jourijaN. negotiated a graduated scale oi royalties from 7 to 10 percent, and a 10 percent 
rt^Naltv t)n the selling price of tapes, microfilms and other derivatives and by-products. 

In October 197.^, Scripta Publishing C\m)pany, representing itsclt and nine professional and 
scientilic societies*, concluded a barter agreement with Mc/hkniga in which the rights vvereacquired lor 
translating artic!e> from Soviet jcuirnals \o be published in 21 f'nglish-langiuige translation journals. 
In return, the Soviets were given the right \o translate atui puhlish eight and to trpnuhav II l\S» 
journals ot Scripta Publishing and the societies.

While more than halt (94) the IW) T.S. publishers, accountinii for fn(>rc than thrcc-tourths( 194) 
oi the joiirtKils. have rejeeted the Soviet standard ajircement otter, the majority ol declincrs (66) have 
counterproposed terms and eonditions to Me/hkniya thai arc designed to achieve equity, labic 3 
indicates the live broad categories ot counterpri^posals. 

I en oi 36 publishers, vvhi^se ei>unter-oller terms have been rev ealed, demand lull siibscriptii>n price 
in return \ov granting reproducliim rights \o the Soviets. However. 23 out of the 36 puMishers 
accounting tor more than i*ne-third (W) '>t the journals are willing to settle ior something less than full 
subscription price, but tmse than the Soviet standard oiler, Discmmts offered by the U.S. publishers 
range Irom liV f to 50'.' of list price. 

Publishers of multiple journal titles dimiinate the continuing negotiation scene, these include 
scientific and professiimal societies such as the U I V with 19 titles, the American Institute of Physics - 
17. the American C hemical Societv - !2 including i lwniUal Ahstnn fs, the American Mathematical 
Societv - 6: and cionmercial publi .hers such as Academic Press - 16. McCiiaw Hill - 7. Wiley Interscience 
- 4. I ippinci>tl - 4. and Williams & Wilkins - 4. Also involved in continuing negotiations are all ol the 
sccondarv jtuunals which command high subscriptum prices, such as i hemual Ahstroits {$2900). 
Current \h\nud\ of Clwf}U\fr\ am/ fnJcx Chvmicus (S14(M)). ttinh^^^ual Ahstraits {SI(M)O).

For the non-pn>tit scientdicand pri>fessiiTinal society publisher, it is a matter of recovering at least 
the first cops cost: for the ctunmercial publisher, a reasonable return on his investment. In either case, 
there is a strong i^piniim that equal treatment shiuild be accnnded to all piuchasers of their journals 
thrt>ughi>ut the world and that the Soviet I 'nion should not be givcna "favored nation'' status that U.S. 
acceptance of a 7.5 percent ro\ahy Wi>uld imply.

Journal Translated by the I .S.S.K, and I .S. Publishers 

While the Soviets publish onl\ 1^ translation journals based on H.S. journals. VS. publishers 
translate and re-publish in Hnglish more than 160 So\ iel Journals. More than three-lourths of the 160 
Soviet journals translated in the F.S. are priiduced by loin major publishers o( scientific and technical 
translations. Plenum Publishing Corporation, Scripta lUiblishing Company, Allerton Press. Inc.. and 
the Ameriean Institute of Physics. 

Both Plenum and Allerton had arrangements \o\ translation rights prior to the U. S.S.R. accession 
to the UCC. Fssentially similar arrangements hiive been continued. I he American Institute of Physics is 
currentiv negotiating a barter arrangement invoKing its own Fnglish-language physics journals and 15 
Soviet journals which it translates. Scripta, representing itself and a number of seientiiie societies as 
mentioned above, had negotiated a baiter arrangement involving granting of translation rights to eight 
l^S. journals of the .American Soeiet> for Vieehanical Fngineers and reproduction rights to 1 1 other 
U.S. journals in return for translation rights to 3.^ Soviet journals. 

Of the seven remaining I'.S. journals translated by the Soviets, two have made notable 
arrangements. I he Soviets have agreed to include in the Soviet tninslated versions of McOraw-HilTs 
Elci tnmuw and Petroleum I ngincer Publishing Company's Petroleum iMi^meer advertising aimed 
specifically at the Soviet electronics and petroleum engineering markets. Pitr^i/runi /.>/if/mrf. for 
example, is offering a black-and-white page for ab<nit S750 and <i color page for about $1,000. 
Negotiations continue for translation rights to the remaining H.S. journals. 

.Appendix F. page 54. contains a sample copy of the type of agreement the So\ iets are offering to 
l/\S. publishers seeking translation rights to Soviet scientific and technical journals.

Following the signing by fbe Soviet Union of the Univer- 
sal Copyright Convention, a Copyright Agency of thr USSR 
has been set up. The purpose of this non-governmental orga- 
nization is to protect the rights of Soviet and foreign authors 
in this country and to represent the interests of Soviet 
authors abroad. 

Under the Statute endorsed by the conference of its spon- 
sors, the Agency will act as an intermediary in the conclusion 
of copyright agreements one party to which is a foreign 
author or firm, i. e. all agreements on the u$o abroad of works 
by Soviet authors and on the use of works by foreign authors 
in the USSR. The Agency will settle accounts connected with 
sucli aijr<!?eirrfni5 diiu i^j ii uial payments ^ro niadc punc- 
tually. 

The Agency is also responsible for the collection, alloca- 
tion and transmission of royalties for the public performance 
of works by Soviet and foreign authors in the territory of the 
USSR, and also for the use of works of art. To this end the 
Agency will conclude bilateral implementing agreements on 
mutual representation of interest** with authors' organizations 
and societies in the countries party to the Universal Copy- 
right Convention. 

The Agency is also a national copyright information cen- 
tre. It will regularly inform authors' organizations and firms 
of new works in Soviet literature, science and art. 

We hope to have fruitful cooperation witli our counter- 
parts in the protecfion of authors' rights.

2. Furthermore, the Publishers grant to Mezhkniga the right to distribute copies of the journal 
reproduced by Mezhkniga from issues published by the l^ublishers in U.S.A. between the first day of 

January 19 and the thrity-first day of December 19 in countries other than the U.S,S,R., namely 

CMFA countries provided that the number of copies of each issue so distributed does not exceed 
copies. 

3. 1 hat Mezhkniga shall pay to the Publishers a royalty based on the suh>cription price charged by 
Mezhkniga of seven and one half pwM centum of each subscription so charged in the U.S.S.R. and other 

countries. I he said royalty to be used on the subscription price of roubles. The royalty to be 

paid to the Publishers at a place nominated by the Publishers in U.S. dollars; the said royalty to be 
converted to U.S. dollars at the official exchange rale of the State Bank of the USSR then operating. The 
foresaid royalty to be made to the Publishers by Mezhkniga before the end of subscription period. 

4. I he l^ublishers shall retain the sole copyright and any other rights to the journaU save that they 
shall allow Mezhkniga to reproduce the journal subject to this agreement. 

5. Mezhkniga hereby agrees to indemnify the Publishers from any claims which may ari.se from the 
transcription of the journal by Mezhkniga or its agents. 

6. All the differences and disputes which may arise from the present Agreement or in connection 
therewith are to be settled by direct discusssions between the parties. Should such discu.ssions give no 
results, thL* disputes are to be submitted to arbitration for settlement. 

if Mezhkniga is the defendant, the procedure will take place in the f oreign Trade Arbitration 
Commission at the U.S.S.R. Chamber of Commerce and Industry in Moscow in accordance with the 
rules of procedure of this Commission. 

If the Publisher is the defendant, the procedure will take place in New York with arbitration 
mutually acceptable to both parties. 

The decisions of the arbitration are final and binding upon both parties. Rclerence to courts of law 
is excluded. 
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7. All atuctujmcnts and supplements tt> the present A^jteement are valid provided lhe\ are made in 
writing and duly s»i»ned b\ autlu>ii/eO representatives o\ both parties. 

Alter Mgninj: ol the present Agreement all previcnis negotiations are correspondenee on the 
questions settled h\ the Agreement heeome null and void.

made this day of 19 between the Copyright Agency of the 

U.S.S.R. ( VAAPK Moscow (hereifiat'tcr called the Proprietor) of the one part and [{A.Y. Puhtlshcr], 
[Cay] (hereinafter called the Publisher) of the other part, concerning the translation into the English 
language of the Soviet scientific journals. 

1 . The Proprieti>r gua rantces that he has the right to conclude the present Agreement for translation 
and publishing in the Knglish language of the Soviet scientificjournals and the right to receive payments 
hereinafter stipulated. 

2. In Consideration of the payments hereinafter stipulated the Proprietor grants to the Publisher 
the exclusive right to translate into the English language and to print, publish and sell such translations 
of Soviet scientificjournals, specified in the Suppkments to the present Agreement which are an integral 
part ot the present Agreement. Such right shall extend to all derivatives and by-products of the 
translations made by the PubJisher such as tapes, microfilms, indexes and anthologies. 

.V 1 o facilitate the translation and printing of the journals specified in the present Agreement the 
Proprietor shall present to the Publisher just as sotm as they are published three free copies of each 
journal, to be sent by air mail. 

The Proprietor will also furnish the Publisher at the earliest possible time with full si/e glossy 
photostats of original photographs for each such journal as well as galley proofs or page proofs for any 
such journal published in Leningrad or Moscow. 

4. The Publisher agrees to publish the translations mentioned above within 6 months from the date 
of receipt of each original issue of the corresponding journal. 

If the Publisher fails to publish said translation within this period and docs not receive the 
Proprietors consent for prolongation of this period all rights granted hereunder in respect of the 
corresponding journal shall revert to the Proprietor and the Agreement in respect of this journal shall 
terminate, except that the proprietor shall be entitled to all payments made by or due from the Publisher. 

5. The Publisher guarantees to publish high quality translations, with complete adherence to the 
cj>ntent of the original as provided by the Proprietor and also to provide high quality graphic 
reproduction. The Publisher has no right without the Proprietor^ preliminary written consent thereto 
to make any amendments, significant abridgements, additions to the original text, or to change the 
authors* names or titles. 

The title and the name of the Soviet publishers of the journals shall appear beneath the English 
title or on the back of the title-page of every copy issued in the Publisher's edition together with the full 
copyright notice of the Soviet publishers. In addition, the Publisher shall copyright the English 
translations of the journals, including requirements of the Universal Copyright Convention. 

fi. For the rights and services granted under the present Agreement the Publisher agrees to make the 
Proprietor for each journal the following nonreturnablc payments: 

(a) an advance payment of U.S. $1000.00 (one thousand dollars) per year, payable up to the 
February 1st each year against the following royalty; 

(b) 10% of the Publisher's selling price of the subscription sold; 
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(c) the Pub! shcrN receipts Irom selling ot tapes« microHlmsand othct derivatives and bv-products 
mentioned in item 2 o\ the present Agreement shall be divided as folloivs: 5{Vi tor the 
Proprietor and 5(KV tor the Publisher. 

7. Ihe Publisher shall render to the Proprietor quarter|>'^accounts of sides, duly certified, and pay to 
the Proprietor all royaltieN due within 30 days of the expiration of each quarter of each claandar year. 

1 he Propneti>r and its duly authorized representatives shall have the right to inspect and 
examine the Publishers books, records and accounts relating to the subject matter of !hiH Agreement 
(and by the i se Certified Public Accountants designated in writing by the Proprietor) at all reasonable 
times and from time to time, during the continuance ot the Publishers obligations hereunder. 

«. 1 he payments due to the Proprietor provided by the agreement are to be effected by remitting the 
corresponding amounts to the Proprietor's account with the Bank for Foreign 1 rade of the USSR, 
Moscow . I he Publisher will notify the Proprietor immediately of the payments made* 

If the Publisher fails to render an accountmgand to make payment within 60 days of the date on 
which an\ payment is due under this Agreement and fails to respond to the Proprietor's requests for such 
payment, then and in that event this Agreement shall terminate without further notice to the Publisher 
and all rights granted hereunder shall re\ert to the Proprietor who shall be free to dispose of such rights 
elsewhere w ithout any prejudice to any claims which the Proprietor may have against the Publisher, 

9. Ihrcc tree copies of each issue translated shall be sent to the Proprietor on publication, 

10. I he Proprietor will inform the Publisher as soon as possible about any forthcomingchangcs iu 
the si/e, title or contents of the journals and of the intenti'^n to discontinue journals enumerated in the 
attached Supplements. 

If during the period of the Agreement the Proprietor will cease publishing any of the journals 
covered by the Agreement, the Publisher shall not present any claim and theexccution of the Agreement 
will be terminated on the date of ceasing the publication as to this title. 

I he Prc^prietor agrees to render assistance to the Publisher in setting up business c<^rrcspondence 
with scientific and scientific publishing organizations in the USSR concerning the publication by them 
of periodicals.so that the Publisher may be kept informed at the earliest possible opportunity of their 
publishing plans. 

1 1 . All expenses in connection with the translation, publication, advertisingand distribution of the 
journals in accordance with the present Agreement are to be borne by the Publisher. 

K. I he Publisher will act on his ow n behalf in all operations with third persons in connectic i with 
the fulfillment of the present Agreement. The Proprietor will bear no responsibility for the Publisher's 
transactions with third persons. 

12. Ihe Proprietor will be bound by ali means at its disposal to prevent the infringement by third 
parties of the rights of the Publisher as promulgated in the present Agreement, t he parties shall 
immediately mutually intorm each other as to any such infringement. 

Ihe Publisher shall be authorized to prosecute on his own behalf any such action or proceeding for 
such infringement, and the Proprietor* at the Publisher's expense, shall join in any such action or 
proceeding where necessary for the protection of the PubUsher's rights. The Publisher shall Heentitled to 
all damages recovered as a result of the foregoing but not at the expen.se of the Proprietor. 

13. The present Agreement shall come into effect as on the date first set forth above w hen signed by 
the Proprietor and the Publisher, and its validity extends to all issuesofthejournals beginning with this 
date (if no other date stipulated in the Supplements) and through and including 19 ^ « in the Russian 
edition. 

The Agreement shall thereafter be automatically renewed for consecutive periods of one year 
each* unless either party shall notify the other party of its desire to cancel or modify this Agreement at 
lea.st three months before the expiration of the period of it\ validity or of the current renewed yearly 
period 
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14. I he Agreement terminates automatically if the Publisher should be declared bankrupt or 
violate any ol the terms of this Agreement and not rectify such violation within one month of having 
received written notice from the Proprietor to do so. 

Upon any termination of this Agreement all rights granted to the Publisher shall revert 
automatically to the Proprietor without prejudice to the Proprietor's right to any monies previously 
paid or then or thereafter payable to the Proprietor. 

15. The Publisher shall have the right to as.sign this Agreement in whole or inpart only written 
*.^'nsent of the Proprietor thereto and the Proprietor shall not unreasonably withhold such consent- 
All rights now existing or which hereafter come into existence and which are not specifically 

mentioned in this Agreement are herebs reserved to and by the Proprietor, 

16. All taxes and duties, relating to the conclusion and fulfillment of the present Agreement, levied 
in the territory of the USSR, w ill be paid by the Proprietor, and duties and taxes levied in the territory of 
the Publisher, will be paid by the Publisher. 

1 7. All the differences and disputes w hich may arise out of the present Agreement or in connection 
herewith are to be settled by direct discussions between the parties. Should such discussions give no 
result, the disputes are to be submitted to the Foreign Trade Arbitration Commission at the USSR 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry in Moscow for settlement in accordance with the rules of 
procedure of this Commission. 

The decisions of the arbitration are final and binding upon both parties. Reference to courts of 
law is excluded. 

18. All amendments and supplements to the present Agreement are valid provided they are made in 
writing and duly signed by authorized representatives of both parties. 

After signing of the present Agreemenf all previous negotiations and correspondence on the 
questions settled by the Agreement become null and void 

19. The present Agreement is signed in two copies.
